i HEN A FRIEND dies, and all memories 

of him come togethér, it can happen 
that one realizes where conversations that 
were never finished were leading. Since 
his breakdown I have been remembering

However, the E.C.A. has 
worked under a basic policy pre- 
cluding the expenditure of this 
money to assist Communist-held 
areas. Therefore, unless there is 
some change in this. policy, the 
supplies -must now halt.
